In a debate that will put 
HRM’s new traffic vision 
to the test, one councillor 
hopes to derail a new 
roundabout in his district 
tomorrow night. 

The Halifax intersection 
of Dufifus Street, Novalea 
Drive and Devonshire Av¬ 
enue is one of a handful of 
proposed new roundabout 
sites. Municipal staff say 
roundabouts will be faster, 
greener and safer for driv¬ 
ers and pedestrians. 

But one group of resi¬ 
dents is determined to 


fight the changes. At to¬ 
morrow’s Halifax regional 
council meeting, North 
End Halifax Coun. Jerry 
Blumenthal will introduce 
a motion to kill the Duffus 
roundabout. 

“I made up my mind be¬ 
cause the residents have 
made up their minds,” Blu¬ 
menthal said yesterday. 

He said reaction to the 
idea was overwhelmingly 
negative at a public meet¬ 
ing last week where about 
300 people showed up. He 
said almost 98 per cent of 


the feedback, including 
emails, phone calls and let¬ 
ters, opposes the round¬ 
about idea. 

Blumenthal said some 
fear stems from a 1966 ac¬ 
cident at the intersection 
where a young child was 
killed. That event sparked 
the installation of traffic 
lights and there have been 
no fatalities there since. 

“The people feel that 
they’re safe with the 
lights, that they’re so used 
to the lights,” he said. 

Blumenthal added resi¬ 


dents worry roundabouts 
would bring more vehicles 
driving at a higher speed. 
He said he supports the 
changeover in some areas, 
but not this residential 
area with four senior com¬ 
plexes and two schools 
nearby. 

For Blumenthal’s mo¬ 
tion to pass he will need to 
win over a majority of 
councillors. One month 
ago roundabouts were 
unanimously accepted in

Ottawa has solicited a 
study on how some of the 
1,000 small craft harbours 
that are critical to the 
fishing industry could be 
affected by rising sea lev¬ 
els, storm surges and a 
loss of shorefast ice — all 
linked to climate change. 

Nova Scotia could face a 
particular threat with its 
7,600 kilometres of coast¬ 
line and rising sea levels. 

The call for proposals 
from the Department of 
Fisheries says the govern¬ 
ment has long been criti¬ 
cized for failing to 
prepare for changing con¬ 
ditions that could damage 
wharfs, fisheries 
infrastructure and coastal 
habitats. 

“Increasing frequency 
and intensity of extreme 
weather and related natu¬ 
ral hazards will impact 
critical infrastructure,” 
states the document, ob¬ 
tained by The Canadian 
Press under the Access to 
Information Act.

Desmond Maguire faces life imprisonment with no parole for 25 years 


Cries of grief swept 
through a Halifax 
courtroom as the man 
charged in the slaying of 
Jennifer Horne admitted 
to torturing and then mur¬ 
dering the 20-year-old 
woman after planning the 
killing with his common- 
law wife. 

More than a dozen of 
Horne’s relatives and 
friends wept openly and 
held each other Friday as 
Desmond Maguire abrupt¬ 
ly changed his plea to 
guilty of first-degree mur¬ 
der. 

The development came 
on the third day of 
Maguire’s long-awaited tri¬ 
al and gave the family a 
measure of relief after 
more than 2!4 years of gru¬ 
elling court proceedings 
and graphic evidence. 

“We’re just so pleased 
we don’t have to go 
through the rest of this tri¬ 
al,” Steve Andrews, 
Horne’s step-uncle, said 
outside Supreme Court. 

“Every day in court at 
the end of the day, we’d 
say, ‘Maybe, maybe tomor¬ 
row morning he’ll come in 
and plead guilty.’” 

Defence lawyer Bob 
Rideout informed the 
court his client wanted to 
change his plea, with 
Maguire stating he under¬ 
stood the conviction car¬ 
ries a mandatory sentence 
of life imprisonment with 
no eligibility of parole for 
25 years. 

Maguire displayed no 
emotion when he rose to

Prosecutor William De¬ 
laney read the police inter¬ 
rogation, which contained 
Maguire’s admission he 
and Haley bound the Cole 
Harbour woman with duct 
tape and he sexually as¬ 
saulted her. 

“I tried to put duct tape 
on her, she wouldn’t want

to die,” Maguire said in the 
statement.

Parties to meet on committee

There's a week in June 
where about 30,000 
people wish they were 
Greek. 

The Greek Fest started 
out 25 years ago as a small 
backyard party and has be¬ 
come one of the city’s pre¬ 
mier cultural events. 

This year’s four-day festi¬ 
val at St. George’s Greek 
Orthodox Church wrapped 
up yesterday. 

“We are the festival that 
kicks off summer,” said or¬ 
ganizer Tino Klironomos. 

Hard to imagine, but 
during the first Greek Fest 
in 1985 they ran out of 
food. 

“When we first started 
out we didn’t know what 
to cook and how much 
food to make. It was just to 
invite neighbours, friends 
and family to showcase 
Greek food and dance,” 
Klironomos said. 

Now to feed the 30,000 
people who pour through 
the gates, church ladies 
start their preparation a 
month in advance. 

“They are a lot of ladies 
in their 70s and they didn’t 
have the energy they once 
did but they’re still going. 
Now it’s time to bring our 
younger generation up to 
bat.” 

The festival has modern¬ 
ized over the past few 
years — using computers 
to spit out food and drink 
tickets, and to keep things 
organized. 

Every year the festival 


grows in some way by 
adding menu items or ac¬ 
tivities like wine tasting 
and Greek language class¬ 
es. 

“We’re always looking 
for new content but it 
needs to be relative to the 
festival. We don’t want to 
commercialize it,” he said. 


“We’ve got to keep the 
spirit of it.” 

It’s $5 to get in, but 
Klironomos said the admis¬ 
sion just goes to cover 
some of the costs of run¬ 
ning the event. 

“There are high costs — 
the police, the security and 
the fencing. That’s why we 


do charge at the door and 
there’s live entertainment 
as well,” he said. 

“We can’t grow anything 
bigger than what we are 
right now. We’re pretty 
much maxed out and we 
don’t want to go much big¬ 
ger. It’s a fun, family envi¬ 
ronment.”

Fundy currents break blades off turbine 

Nova Scotia Power, OpenHydro have been testing tidal power since last November 


Two blades on a turbine 
placed in the Bay of Fundy 
to test the potential of 
tidal power have broken 
off as the massive forces 
of the bay’s currents 
flowed through the 400- 
tonne unit. 

Nova Scotia Power and 
its partner OpenHydro, an 
Irish tidal power company, 
will now pull up the device 
to examine what went 


wrong in the first of three 
test projects. The firms 
said Friday that video im¬ 
ages show two of the 
blades, made from com¬ 
posites of plastics and 
glass, have broken off the 
turbine, which is 16 me¬ 
tres in diameter. 

The blades resemble the 
rotors on an aircraft tur¬ 
bine and are about three 
metres long. They have 


taken the brunt of onrush- 
ing currents in the bay 
since last November’s in¬ 
stallation. 

The system is located be¬ 
low the surface in the Mi¬ 
nas Passage, about 10 kilo¬ 
metres west of Parrsboro. 

Peter Corcoran, the chief 
financial officer of Open- 
Hydro, said he wasn’t dis¬ 
appointed by the turn of 
events. 


“The Bay of Fundy is one 
of the world’s best tidal 
sites and I guess the 
world’s best tidal sites 
don’t come easy,” he said. 

Corcoran said OpenHy¬ 
dro will pay for retrieval, 
repairs and restoration of 
the site, and Nova Scotia 
Power’s ratepayers won’t 
bear any of the cost. 

The estimated cost of 
the test project is $8.3 mil¬ 


lion. It has received $4 mil¬ 
lion in assistance from the 
federal government’s Sus¬ 
tainable Development 
Technology Fund. 

“Any lessons we learn 
along this journey will on¬ 
ly make ... the turbines 
stronger,” said Corcoran. 

Some research indicates 
the energy flowing 
through the bay has the 
potential to produce about 


300 megawatts of electrici¬ 
ty, enough power for more 
than 100,000 homes. 

The Nova Scotia Power 
turbine is one of three 
projects designed to test 
the feasibility of tidal pow¬ 
er in the bay. The project 
was also set up to examine 
the environmental impact 
on marine life, including 
fish and whales.

Wheels In Motion obstacle course mimics daily chores

It’s not easy picking up 
groceries with oven mitts 
on, let alone doing it in a 
wheelchair. 

Seventeen teams took 
part in an obstacle course 
set up inside O’Regan’s Toy¬ 
ota in Dartmouth yesterday 
for the Rick Hansen 
Wheels in Motion event. 

The obstacle course was 
designed to show able-bod¬ 
ied people just how tricky 
everyday chores can be for 
the disabled. The oven 
mitts were added because 
many people in wheel 
chairs have trouble with 
dexterity. 

“It’s a fun event but it al¬ 
so raises a level of aware¬ 
ness of how difficult it is to 
go get groceries, for in¬ 
stance,” said Kevin Murphy 
with the Rick Hansen Insti¬ 
tute. 

Murphy, from Dart¬ 
mouth, was 14 when a 
hockey injury landed him 
in a wheelchair. He met 
Rick Hansen the next year 
but didn’t truly understand 
Hansen’s efforts until 
about a decade later.

“I really understood what 
he did and sacrificed for 
five years of his life for peo¬ 
ple living with spinal cord 
injuries,” Murphy said. 

There are similar events 
happening around the 
province and organizers 
hope to raise $50,000. 

Over half of the money 
stays in the province buy¬ 
ing new wheelchairs, re¬ 
pairs, and home renova¬ 
tions. It also pays for spe¬ 
cialized training programs 
and adapted sports like 
wheelchair curling 

“Active living is impor¬ 
tant to anybody, whether 
you have a spinal cord in¬ 
jury or not. The challenge 
is when you have a spinal 
cord injury to go out to 
take a stroll or participate 
in hockey or sailing. It 
takes a little more time, en¬ 
ergy and expense,” Murphy 
said.

INQUIRY A quarter-century 
after the worst terrorist at¬ 
tack in Canadian history, a 
federal inquiry is set to de¬ 
liver a belated verdict on 
what went wrong — and 
what can be done to 
ensure that another such 
tragedy never takes place. 

The report on the 1985 
Air India bombing, 
expected to be presented 
to Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and made public 
Thursday, is the product of 
nearly four years of work 
by former Supreme Court 
justice John Major and a 
staff of lawyers and 
researchers. 

The team sifted through 
tens of thousands of pages 
of classified documents 
and took testimony from 
more than 200 witnesses 
during the painstaking in¬ 
vestigation. 

The five volumes will to¬

Sewage dumped in 
urban centres: Study 


Far more sewage has 
been spilled in Canadian 
urban centres over the last 
six years than any other 
harmful contaminant, 
newly released figures 
show. 

This never-before- 

released information has 
been kept in a classified 
government database 
called NEMISIS. 

The acronym stands for 
National Enforcement 
Management Information 
System and Intelligence 
System. 

Federal enforcement of¬ 
ficers use the database to 
go after polluters. 

It took The Canadian 
Press two years and a com¬ 
plaint to the information 
commissioner to pry the 
data from Environment 
Canada under the Access 
to Information Act. 

The news agency then 
created its own spills data¬ 
base using the government 
information, which covers 
the period from January 
2004 to this past April. 

The analysis looked at 
spills in 18 cities and met¬ 
ropolitan areas across 10

As rescuers made their 
way through the debris of 
a landslide that struck sev¬ 
eral homes in southern 
British Columbia 
yesterday, it began to ap¬ 
pear that most area 
residents had made it out 
in time. 

Estimates varied wildly 
in the hours after the slide 
hit, but RCMP said approxi¬ 
mately five homes were 
struck by the wall of mud 
that came down at approxi¬ 
mately 2:20 p.m. local time 
near Testalinden Creek, 
just south of Oliver, B.C. 

Allan Patton, regional di¬ 
rector with the District of 
Okanagan-Simillcameen, 
said rescuers had reached 
most of the homes within 
hours. Two remaining 
homes were inaccessible by 
ground, and officials were 
tiying to reach them by hel¬ 
icopter. 

Officials hadn’t ruled out 
fatalities but by late after¬ 
noon Patton was cautious 
yet increasingly optimistic 


that nobody was buried. 

“We’re all thinking the 
best is the case, and that is 
that nobody’s been hurt or 
killed. So far we’re confi¬ 
dent that’s the way but 
we’re not sure yet,” he said. 

He said the homes were 
destroyed. “Walls down, 
unsalvageable.” 

James Cambridge, a 46- 
year-old area resident, de¬ 
scribed seeing a wall of 
mud suddenly racing down 
the hill toward his home. 

“Something let go up in 
the hills and this wall of 
mud came roaring down 
and took out our shop and 
buried a couple of cars on 
our property,” he said. 

“The roar was deafening.” 

Patton said that deafen¬ 
ing noise may have given 
residents just enough of a 


warning to get out. 

“I’ve heard that there 
was a warning, but it was 
only a five-minute warning 
and it was basically just 
friends phoning friends,” 
he said. 

“People who live in the 
area saw it coming and 
then started phoning their 
friends and neighbours.” 

He said between 25 and 
30 homes neighbouring 
the slide area had been put 
on evacuation alert. 

RCMP said a mountain 
slope on the western side of 
the valley gave out, destroy¬ 
ing several homes and 
structures before burying 
the highway and spilling in¬ 
to the creek. The highway 
was buried under eight to 
12 feet of mud.

75,000 flee violence 

100 dead, shoot-to-kill order issued in Kyrgyzstan 


Mobs of rioters 
slaughtered Uzbeks and 
burned their homes and 
businesses in Kyrgyzstan’s 
worst ethnic violence in 
decades, sending more 
than 75,000 members of 
the ethnic minority 
fleeing the country in at¬ 
tacks that appeared aimed 
at undermining the 
Central Asian nation’s new 
interim government. 

More than 100 people 
were killed in southern Kyr¬ 
gyzstan and more than 
1,200 wounded in days of 
attacks, according to gov¬ 
ernment estimates yester¬ 
day. The true toll may be 
much higher. 

The International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross said 
its delegates witnessed 
about 100 bodies being 
buried in just one cemetery, 
and noted that the official 
toll is unlikely to include 
bodies still lying in the 
streets.

largest city in Kyrgyzstan, 
as triumphant crowds of 
ethnic-majority Kyrgyz men 
took control. Police or mili¬ 
tary troops were nowhere 
to be seen in the city of 
250,000, where food was 
scarce after widespread 
looting and the few Uzbeks 
still left barricaded them¬ 
selves in their neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

The rampages spread 
quickly to Jalal-Abad, anoth¬ 
er major southern city 70 
kilometres from Osh, and 
its neighbouring villages, as 
mobs methodically set 
Uzbek houses, stores and 
cafes on fire. Rioters seized 
an armoured vehicle and 
automatic weapons at a lo¬ 
cal military unit and at¬ 
tacked police stations 
around the region trying to 
get more firearms. 


Some refugees were fired 
on as they fled to Uzbek¬ 
istan. They were mostly eld¬ 
erly people, women and 
children, with younger 
men staying behind to de¬ 
fend their property. 

Many of the more than 
75,000 refugees arrived 
with gunshot wounds, the 
Uzbekistan Emergencies 
Ministry said, according to 
Russian reports. 

“We saw lots of dead. I 
saw one guy die after being 
shot in the chest,” said Ziye¬ 
da Akhmedova, an Uzbek 
woman in her 20s at one of 
several camps hastily set up 
in Uzbekistan along the 
border.

The first six-minute video 
clip appears to show pop 
singer Nazril Irham, better 
known as Ariel, in bed with 


his girlfriend Luna Maya, a 
top model, actress and, up 
until the scandal, the face 
of Lux beauty soap. 

The two deny it was 
them, saying the footage 
has been doctored, but were 
called in for questioning by 
police.

oil spill Undersea sensors 
were being deployed to a 
ruptured well in the Gulf of 
Mexico yesterday in an ef¬ 
fort to better track the 
amount of oil gushing into 
the sea, the Coast Guard 
said, as pressure mounted 
on BP from the Obama ad¬ 
ministration and Gulf states 
to create special accounts 
that would set aside billions 
of dollars to pay for spill-re¬ 
lated claims.

Scientists also haven’t 
been able to pin down just 
how much oil is spilling in¬ 
to the Gulf, and the U.S.

Government of¬ 
ficials were still negotiating 
yesterday to recover the 
cameras and other media 
equipment stolen by the 
Nahua Indians. 

The indigenous commu¬ 
nal landowners were upset 
that Grupo Modelo, the 
maker of Corona beer, had 
not asked their permission 
to film the commercial on 
their property, said the offi¬ 
cial. 

They first kidnapped the 
Mexican reporters after 
mistaking them for the 
Grupo Modelo team, the of¬ 
ficial said.

India More than 25 years af¬ 
ter her daughter died from 
breathing poison that 
leaked out of a chemical 
factory, 80-year-old Halima 
sat in her home as word 
spread that a court had de¬ 
livered the first convictions 
related to the accident. 

On June 7, former execu¬ 


tives of the U.S. chemical 
company Union Carbide, 
one of whom died long be¬ 
fore the convictions, were 
found guilty of criminal 
negligence and sentenced 
to about two years in prison 
for their roles in the Bhopal 
disaster. “People have been 
hanged for causing just one 


or two deaths,” Halima 
said, sitting on her floor 
and scratching boils on her 
head she said were caused 
by the poison gas. 

“We had thousands of 
people in this city killed 
and 26 years later all the 
key people got was two 
years. There is no satisfac¬ 


tion.” 

Instead of heralding clo¬ 
sure or peace of mind, the 
convictions have sparked 
renewed debate about the 
spill, which has yet to be 
cleaned up, and the fate of 
Warren M. Anderson, the 
former chairman of Union 
Carbide who has become a 


household name in Bhopal. 

While he was briefly de¬ 
tained after the spill, Ander¬ 
son secured bail and was al¬ 
lowed to leave India just 
days later. Anderson, 89, 
lives in New York. 

Shamshad Bi lost her five- 
year-old son Raja in the gas 
spill. The 50-year-old still 


lives with her 15-year-old 
daughter Lubna in a slum a 
few steps from the old fac¬ 
tory grounds. Lubna, 
Shamshad said, has devel¬ 
oped kidney trouble after 
growing up drinking local 
water, which some here be¬ 
lieve is poisoned.

processor is recalling its 
pre-cooked meat products 
after an Alberta customer 
raised concerns about pos¬ 
sible contamination with 
listeria bacteria. 

Smith’s Quality Meats, 
which sells in provinces 
from British Columbia to 
Ontario, has voluntarily 
pulled a wide variety of its 
products from shelves. 

“All cooked products are 
in the process of being re¬ 
moved from store shelves,” 
Smith’s spokesman Andy 
Van Patter said in a release. 

The recalls affect meat 
products with best-before 
dates between June 11 
and Sept. 3. The products 
include salami, wieners, 
garlic sausage and roast 
beef. 

“The discovery was 
made on one product at 
one location in Alberta 
through testing performed 
by our customer,” said Van 
Patter. “There (is) no indi¬ 
cation that other products 
are affected.” 

There have been no re¬ 
ported illnesses from eat¬ 
ing the products. “That be¬ 
ing said, in light of what 
has happened in this in¬ 
dustry over the last couple 
of years it is only prudent 
for us to recall all of our 
cooked products as a pre¬ 
caution,” Van Patter said. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency is moni¬ 
toring the recall.

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Arctic under worst threat, scientists say

Brrr! An international re¬ 
search group has just 
reached the Arctic, with 
the aim of conducting the 
largest study so far of 


ocean acidification, which 
is another threat to the 
delicate marine life, espe¬ 
cially in cold waters. 

The research is still in its 


infancy, but the main 
cause is identified: climate 
change. 

“We know that ocean 
acidification is real. The 
part of the research that is 
in its infancy is what effect 
it has on the calcifying ma¬ 
rine organisms, including 
corals, shellfish and marine 
plankton,” says Dr. David 
Santillo, at the Greenpeace 
Research Laboratories at 
the University of Exeter. 

The expedition to Sval¬ 
bard, 1,200 kilometres 
from the North Pole, is led 
by scientists from the Ger¬ 
man marine research insti¬ 
tute IFM-GEOMAR. Re¬ 
searchers from nine coun¬ 
tries will take part. 

“The effects of ocean 
acidification can be seen 
worldwide, but if you want 
to study the first and the 
worst effects, you want to 
go to the Arctic,” says San¬ 
tillo. “The colder water ab¬ 


sorbs C02 more quickly.” 

Oceans have an invalu¬ 
able role in regulating C02- 
levels. A large part of the 
C02 emissions are ab¬ 
sorbed by the oceans and 
dissolved into a weak acid. 

Gradually, this has made 
the normally alkaline 


ocean waters more acidic. 

Since the beginning of 
industrialization, the acidi¬ 
fication has risen by 30 per 
cent — very quickly, in 
ocean terms. “The oceans 
are naturally slightly alka¬ 
line and have been veiy 
stable for many years. Any 


small change in acidity has 
dramatic effects because 
so many shell-building or¬ 
ganisms in the ocean rely 
on a near-neutral ph level. 
An increase of acidity is an 
additional stress on top of 
climate change and pollu¬ 
tion,” says Santillo.

Brad Humphreys says they cost them too much. 


Alberta. 

His 10 years of research 
indicates this is true for all 
sports. 

Sports economics is a rel¬ 
atively new branch of eco¬ 
nomics, which takes eco¬ 
nomic principles and uses 
them to analyze issues in 
sports, such as the econom¬ 
ic impact of hosting large 
sports events like the 
Olympics or the economic 
impact of having a profes¬ 
sional sports team. 

In Canada, there are only 
a handful of sports econo¬ 
mists and becoming one is 
not a short process, with a 
PhD in economics being on¬ 
ly a basic requirement. 

When he tells people 
what he does, he says 
they’re intrigued. This is be¬ 
cause “sports cuts across all 
dimensions of society and 
provides people with a com¬ 
mon shared experience,” he 
says. 

Not every area of eco¬ 
nomics has its own section 
in the newspaper, he adds. 

With the recent hosting 
of the 2010 Winter 
Olympics in Vancouver, a 
lot of talk was about the 
economic benefits it would 
bring to the city and 
province. The bad news is 
the Olympics have poor 
track records for this. 

“It’s almost certainly not 
beneficial for a local econo¬ 
my,” says Humphreys. “It 
probably costs a lot more 
than whatever return you 
get back out of it.” 

The Olympics are expen¬ 
sive to host because of the 
specialized facilities and

enormous security costs. 
Other problems can crop 
up as well, such as the Ath¬ 
letes Village fiasco in Van¬ 
couver. 

“That blew up on them,” 
he says, adding that taxpay¬ 
ers are now on the hook for 
the facility. 

Humphreys is no longer 
the sports fan he once was 
and this is because of his 
profession. 

“Once I started doing this 
research on public subsi¬ 
dies for professional sports 
facilities, it kind of made 
me less of a sports fan,” says 
the one-time Baltimore Ori¬ 
oles season ticket holder.

Simpson's 2008 conviction called prejudicial payback

room heist. 

“Mr. Simpson really be¬ 
lieved he was recovering 
his own property,” Simp¬ 
son attorney Yale Galanter 
told a three-justice panel 
hearing oral arguments in 
Las Vegas on Friday. “Our 
theory of defence was nev¬ 
er put before the juiy.” 

Clark County District At¬ 
torney David Roger called 
the September 2008 trial 
contentious but fair, and 


the sentences just. He 
urged the justices to deny 
both appeals. 

After Galanter character¬ 
ized Simpson’s conviction 
as prejudicial “payback” for 
his 1994 double-murder ac¬ 
quittal, justices Michael 


Cheny, Mark Gibbons and 
Nancy Saitta posed pointed 
questions about whether 
convicted co-defendant 
Clarence “C.J.” Stewart re¬ 
ceived a fair trial alongside 
Simpson. 

Both men were convict- 


4 ed of kidnapping, armed 
i robbery, conspiracy and 
| other crimes for what 
Simpson maintained was 
an attempt to retrieve fam¬ 
ily photos and mementoes. 

Stewart’s lawyer, Brent 
Biyson said a 2001 poll 
found 72 per cent of Amer¬ 
icans believed O.J. Simp¬ 
son was wrongly acquitted 
in the 1994 slayings of his 
ex-wife, Nicole Brown 
Simpson, and her friend 
Ron Goldman in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

Neither Simpson nor 
Stewart were in court for 
the oral appeals. Their at¬ 
torneys previously lost a 
bid for their release from 
prison until their appeals 
are settled.

Jackson’s doctor fighting 
to keep license 


ARE PROSECUTORS TRYING TO 

pull a fast one? A lawyer 
for Michael Jackson’s doc¬ 
tor filed papers Friday 
fighting new efforts by Cal¬ 
ifornia’s attorney general 
to suspend his license to 
practice medicine in the 
state. 

The lawyer for Dr. Con¬ 
rad Murray accused prose¬ 
cutors of renewing an old 
motion before a new judge 
in hopes of winning a dif¬ 
ferent result. 

Another judge previous¬ 
ly declined to suspend 
Murray’s license but or¬ 
dered him not to adminis¬ 
ter anesthetics such as 
propofol, a drug that was 
implicated in Jackson’s 
death. Attorney Ed Cher- 
noff argued that restric¬ 
tion is sufficient. 

Murray has a pretrial 
hearing before Los Angeles 
Superior Court Judge 
Michael Pastor on Monday 
in his involuntary 
manslaughter case. The 
medical license issue is ex¬ 
pected to dominate 
the hearing. Murray- 
has pleaded not 
guilty in the death of 
the pop legend a year 
ago. 

Chernoff said in 
his filing that a mo¬ 
tion filed last week 
by Attorney Gener¬ 
al Jeriy Brown’s 
office is the 
fourth identical 
effort filed on be¬ 
half of the state 
medical board. 

He said it has 
already been 
ruled upon 
and there are 
no changed 
circum¬ 
stances in 
the case,

the case after Superior 
Court Judge Keith 
Schwartz set Murray’s bail 
at $75,000. It was Schwartz 
who refused to suspend 
Murray’s license and 
barred him from adminis¬ 
tering strong anesthetics. 

Murray’s lawyers have 
previously argued it is un¬ 
necessary to revoke his 
California license since he 
does not practice in the 
state. They also cautioned 
that a suspension would 
have a domino effect lead¬ 
ing to his inability to prac¬ 
tice at his clinics in Nevada 
and Texas, where he is also 
licensed. 

Chernoff argued that a 
full evidentiary hearing 
would be required before 
action was taken on the li¬ 
cense issue. 

“The order the attorney 
general is seeking would 
be financially and person¬ 
ally devastating to Dr. Mur¬ 
ray,” Chernoff said.
